the mortality from consumption and re- 
feried lo the great, danger in hawking 
pieces of meat in public places and in 
the sale of milk which had not been^ 
examined. 


Professor Brouardel believed these 


dangers could be remedied by legisla- 
tion. The speaker said the measures 
needed for the prevention of tubercu- 
losis were identical in every country, 
and the lirst step in this direction was 
to render unhealthy dwellings and dis- 
tricts salubrious. A healthy house, he 
said, was autituberctilar.

The Elephant's Ilevenge.

Natural Tbrend Grown In Mexico. 
In southern Arizona and northern 


Mexico there grows a plant from which 
rope and twine tbat will almost never 
wear out can be made. It is the mes- 
cal plant. It Is like a cabbage, and 
on a large stalk thnt grows up along- 
side the head are long stemmed leaves 
with sharp, hard pointed ends. The 
soft part of the leaf can be removed 


! and the stem stretched out to four or 
! five feet, it Is so elastic, you let this 


dry In the s>un, and you have an eyeless 
needle already threaded. 


The natives of the country use noth- 


ing but the mescal thread needle, as 
they call H, to sew their garments. 
You can make as fine a thread as need- 
ed. If you desire a fine thread, pull the 
stem and It will grow smaller In tbe 
same way that rubber 
wiU- The 


thread Is as strong as wire. Ropes and 
heavy twine can be made from tbo 
plant tbat will be almost as strong as 
a ateel wire cable. The big stems of 
the leaves can be used, nnd there are 
nbotit 50 leflveo to each head that can 
be utilized.

There are flesh eatinj; plants, the dio- 


sei.i or sundews. 
Dr. Oenii.v snjs of 


them: ''That these plants manifest n 
comparatively luxli older of consciousness 
theie eiin be no qmstiuu, Tiy them \sitli 
insects or ran1 bits ot meat as articles 
of diet and iu a few hours the leaves "ill 
have folded around the food and com- 
menced their cuiious pio<ess of assimila- 
tion. Mineral substances, such as bits of 
chalk, magnesia and Mimll pebbles, have 
no such effect. They seem to igmno these 
things just us nn Intelligent animal would 
if they were placed by its side." 


Certain minute plants lm\e the power 


of locomotion. They will abandon an arid 
spot and creep towaid uiuistme. 
If a 


poisonous Haul be placed 111 their path, 
they will avoid it; if a nourishliiK sub- 
stance be placed at one side, they ^ull 
wander toward it. Other plants change 
the position of their blanches or leaves to 
meet or to avoid the sun. ConvioiiMicss, 
then, clearly appeals in. plant life. "It is 
to plants," says the author, "\\hat mind 
is to man and auiinuls, controlling their 
actions when such are for their well being 
and good. 
If mind persists in a future 


state, then coas< kmsuesH, which may be 
cons'ideml as mind in plants, must also 
persist, for it is not likely thnt the source 
of nil consciousness, which we worship 
as God, could he unmindful of the least 
ol his children." 


And animals? Among them we do not 


h.-ue to seek painstakingly for o\idences 
of consciousness. AH have that, all have 
intelligence in pieater or let-s degue, 
many have ivnsoning power, some 1m e 
the finalities which we me accustomed to 
icgard as purely human—affection,unself- 
ishness, generosity, uiuguamnut\. Mcimu j 
is a quality so geneia) in anim.ils thnt it 
is needless to recount heie instances. 
Generosity is often shown bj birds which 
feed the offspring of otheis that h.u e 
been slain. The author cites seveial cases 
whcro^be fledgelings nnd their sponsors 
ttere of different vniietics. Magnanimity. 
Who hasn't seen u big dog gently set 
aside a snarling terrier which he might 
annihilate with a giip ot the jnw if ho 
would? Sometimes it is shown by brutes 
to less magnanimous men. 


So, too, of the less admirabjc qualities 


of man—qualities which nevertheless pre- 
suppose possession of a mind. The ani- 
mals have most of them. Malice, pride, 
jealousy, anger, revenge, have all their ex- 
emplifications in the life of dumb brutes. 
If they have souls to be saved, perchance 
they have sins to be expiated as well. 


How closely the higher orders of ani- 


mals approach in intelligence the lower 
orders of men is clearly shown in this 
hook. For a time the exigencies of the- 
ology compelled us to regard this gulf 
as infinite, but one who contrasts the 
ways of the high bred, well trained house- 
dog with tbos* of, some of tho more 
brutalized aborigines will douht whether 
tho abyss which sepaiatcs them Is so 
very wide. 
Animals have some idea of 


numbers. "The crow has been known to 
count us far as the number six, and a 
dog I once had knew as well as I did 
when Saturday came." There arc Aus- 
tralian savages who cannot equal these 
performances. 


"The sense of beauty," continues the 


author, "which has boon declared pe- 
culiar to men, is innate iu birds. Certain 
bright colors and certain sounds when in 
harmony excite iu them pleasure as they 
do in man. * * * It we arc to judge from 
the hideous ornaments and the equally 
hidqous fliusic admired by most savages, 
it might be urged that their tcstbetie 
faculty was le&» highly developed than it 
is in some species of birds."

Malet blipped the ring 


on his finger without attaching any great 
importance to the matter nnd the next 
morning sailed from Portsmouth. 
Wo 


will let him tell the remainder of the 
Btory: 


"We touched at Gibraltar, but it was 


not till our arrival at Malta that I heard 
from my family. Then I found a letter 
from my mother dated from Frankfort on 
the very day of our sailing from England 
It said: 'I have been quite broken hearted 
about you, and could find no comfort any- 
where, but now all is changed, for a most 
extraortSnnry reason. This morning as I 
lay in bed in broad daylight and after my 
maid had brought my hot water, just as 
I was about to got up, a most beautiful 
young lady, very fair and dressed in gray 
silk, drew aside the curtain of my bed 
and leaned over me and Bold: "Do not 
be unhappy about jour son; no harm shall 
happen to him." I am quite certain I 
have had a vision, yet It seemed as if I 
were awake; certainly I was so the mo- 
ment befoie this happened. The whole 
thing is as distinct as possible and as 
unlike nn <>ffect of imagination. Of course, 
I cannot account for it, hut it has made 
me quite happy, and I know yon will 
come back safe.' On receipt of this letter 
I bethought me of the ring, nnd begged 
my mother in reply to describe minutely 
the appearance of the mysterious visitor. 
My mother said it was a young woman 
nhout 27 years of age, rather pale, with 
veiy straight features, large gray 
and an abuhdnnre of brown hair worn in 
rather nn old fashioned manner. 
The 


sleeves of the gray silk dress were what 
we call 'bishop ulcevcs.' I sent copies of 
rny mother's letter to Palgrave Simpson, 
and he Answered me that the description 
•was in tho minutest particular the ooun- 
terpait of the Indywho on her deathbed 
hud given him the ring, some 10 or 17 
yearn before. It is to be obseivcd that 
no communication whatever passed be- 
tween me and my mother between the re- 
teipt ot the ring and my arrival nt Malta, 
and I will ewcar that I told no one the 
«torr." 


"Water. 


The Scientific American gives an ac- 


count of a device which Is »ppelally 
adapted for guiding and cutting twine 
to be used In tying up packages. It Is 
the invention of a St. Louis man, Ray- 
mond D. Weakley. 


The device comprises essentially a 


lower compartment and an upper com- 
partment, the former of which contains 
the ball of twine and the upper of 
which incloses the operative mechan- 
ism. 


This operative mechanism comprises 


a toothed wheel meshing with a rack 
formed ou a carrier. The carrier is tu-

bular In form and receives the free end 
of tho twine A spring In the carrier 
prevents thf» twine from slipping. 


Below the opening in the casing 


through which the carrier normally 
projects a knife is secured. In the up- 
per section of the casing a plunger sur- 
rounded b.\ a roiled spring Is mounted, 
the plunger being provided with a rack 
wkli-h likewise meshes with the tooth- 
ed wheel 
When the plunger Is part- 


ly tlepie-ssnd, the toothed wheel is turn- 
ed, whereby the carrier is forced with- 
in tho casing. When tlic plunger is de- 
pressed to Its fullest extent, a blade 
nttnched to its lower end will pass the 
fixed blade previously mentioned and 
sever tliat portion of tho twine which 
extends through tho opening In the catr 
ing. 


To Amtixc the Deaf and Blind. 


Physicians and scientists are much 


Interested In two machines which have 
recently boon designed for the special 
benefit of the blind and denf. In the 
case of the blind a cinematograph is 
used which passes under their fingers 
a series of reliefs, representing the 
same object lu different positions, the 
result being that an Illusion of moving 
scenes is presentee!, jnst as an Illusion 
Is presented to those with sight by pho- 
tographs passing 
over a luminous 


screen. Tor tho benefit of those who 
are Iticurnbly denf Dr. Dussnud of the 
Psychological Institute of Parlb has de- 
vised an electrical vibrator which gives 
tlu'in the notion of musical rhythm. 
Moreover, for those who are only par- 
tially deaf ho has arranged what he 
calls a "gradual amplifier of sounds," 
which strengthens the hearing organs 
and sometimes Improves them. 


Imvortnnt Plnjyne Discovery. 


Soino experiments recently made at 


Capo Town scorn to indicate that the 
"rat' plague" which so frequently ac- 
companies human plague epidemics 
nnd which has hitherto been thought to 
be due to the same bacterium is really 
another disease, caused by a different 
microbe. Bubonic plague is readily 
communicable to rabbits by Inocula- 
tion, whereas the rat plague bacillus 
when Injected produced no effect and 
Indeed differs very considerably In ap- 
pearance from the human plague bacil- 
lus.

How a Mnckr Woman by Prompt 


Action and a. Feat 6* Greiit During 
Averted * Fantc Among Twenty- 
fire Thousand Sl»ht»eer«. 
Writing of the adventurous career of 


the balloonist, Cleveland Moffett tells in 
St. Nicholas of ft daring deed performed 
by Mme. Carlotta Mjers, wife of the 
noted balloonist, Professor Carl Myers of 
Fiankfort, N. 1". 
Some years ago at Ottawa she made 


an ascension never forgottqn by the peo- 
ple of that city. It was a gala occasion 
in honor of Queen Victoria's gift of the 
Crystal palace to her loyal subjects, and 
Canada had rarely seen such a gather- 
ing. 
Twenty-five thousand people, as 


was estimated, were packed inside the 
exposition grounds to see the fumous 
aeronaut rise to the clouds. 


And there at the appointed time stood 


Carlotta on a raised platform, with the 
multitude about her, waiting for the 
balloon. She woie a short skirt over a 
gymnasium suit and made an attractive 
picture with her fine fignre and golden 
bronze hair. 
So thought various city 


dignitaries who chatted with her ad- 
miringly while the crowd surged about 
them. 


Meantime Professor Myers was anx- 


iously watching the maneuvers of some 
Indians hired by a committee to tow the 
balloon from the gas works, two miles 
distant, where it had been filled. This 
was rather against the professor's judg- 
ment, for the Rideau river, flowing by 
the grounds, offered an obstacle that 
could be overcome only by the help of 
canoes and towlines, and to paddle a big 
balloon across a river—a fresh filled, 
hard tugging balloon—is not a thing to 
be undertaken lightly. 


And in spite of all her skill these In- 


dians found themselves presently lifted 
into the air, canoes and all (oh, they were 
badly frightened Indians!), not quite clear 
of the water, but high enough to make it 
doubtful if they would ever reach shore, 
and highly interesting to the crowd which 
piessed down to the river, even into the 
river, in well meant efforts to help, and 
dragged the balloon up the bank and 
along toward the platform with such 
eagerness that they tore great rents in it 
that let out the gas in volumes.

Now, when 23,000 people are all 
pressing blowly toward one point, it is 
apt to fare ill with those at that point, 
and then had not Carlotta acted on a 
flash of inspiration there would surely 
ha^e been disaster in that merciless 
CIlHh.

drive a team through," he protested; but 
already she was in the basket and a cheer

In their wonder the mad multitude 
forgot their fear, and the struggling 
quieted. All eyes were now on the bal- 
loon. One woman's couiage had quelled 
the panic.

The fact is, therefore,- 
that man is compelled thoroughly to 
masticate and to impregnate stale 
bread with saliva before he swallows 
it. This act of course partially digests 
the bread and thus makes it in a I'.t 
state for digestion and absorption far- 
ther on iu the alimentary tract. This 
is why stale bread appears to be ir.yiv 
digestible than uew bread. 


New bread, on the contrary, is soft, 


doughy or plastic, and there appoani 
tx> be no necessity to soften it with 
saliva; hence it escapes the prelim- 
inary digestive net ion of the ptyaUri 
of the saliva. 
New bread, in other 


words, is in reality "bolted," and "bolt- 
ing" accounts tor many of the ills aris- 
ing from 'dyspepsia. Accordingly, hot 
rolls should be enjoyed for breakfast 
without any fear of dyspepsia so long 
as the bread is good and so long a.s 
pains are titkcn to masticate it thor- 
oughly.

Treat it 
Just as you would printing paper from 
this point on. Keep it from the light un- 
til you are ready to use it and put it in 
the frnme with the negative as usual. 


It is well to experiment first upon a 


waste piece of goods. The printing should 
be continued until the shadows are quite 
brown anfl until the details of the high 
lights show. The print should then be. 
placed in running water for at lenst ten 
minutes to remove tho yellow stain. 


The print is to be toned and fixed in 


the usual manner, after which tho piece 
of linen may be "washed any number ot 
timca in thu ordinary way without af- 
fecting the permanency of the picture. 


This same preparation may be applied
